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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument has been carefully 
considered but is deemed not to be persuasive to overcome the rejection. 

In the remark, applicant argues 

a) the preparation of Mizoguchi et al. is digested with the mycelia enzymes, not "additive enzymes" as recited in claim 1 . Nor is there any 
disclosure of specifically cellulase, protease or glucosidase in Mizoguehi et al. 

b) in addition, there is no disclosure in Mizoguchi et al. of heating the extract to inactivate the enzymes. Mizoguchi et al. simply teaches 
incubating at 40-50 C and then extracting at 60 C. 

In response to a), mycelia enzyme is a broad term as a mixture of enzymes comprising glucosidase and cellulose and/or protease. One 
skilled in the art would be motivated with reasonable success to chose one or more enzymes from the mixture of the enzymes to use in 
the claimed method. 

In response to b), one skilled in the art known the enzyme is very sensitive to the heat. At 60 C or even lower temperature, the enzymatic 
activities of the most enzymes are lost or impaired. Thus, as disclosed condition by Mizoguchi et al. "incubating at 40-50 C and then 
extracting at 60 C" would be sufficient to inactivate the one or more enzymes of mycelium enzymes as claimed. 
Thus, Applicant's argument has not been found persuasive, and the rejection is maintained for the reasons of record.
